The Romans, for the encreaſe of their Empire, 
and the ſubduing many Warlike Nations, over- 
came them by the polirick order of their Militia, 
and roek their ſtrongeſt Caſtles by Inventions of 
the Wirs-of that Age. * Art the firſt beſieging of 
a Town, they were wont to fortifie themſelves 
in their Trenches, ro prevent all ſudden Surpri- 
zes or Sallies ;- then did they encompats in the 
Town with Forts, Lines and Trenches to hinder 
all Supplies and Proviſions from going to the be- 
fieged. Afterwards they made uſe of rheir En- 
gives to forcexhens ro'yields They raiſed hs 
Mounr'with h and* Faggorts, higher than t 
Walls; to fight with greater advantage 3-this was 
called Agger. They uſed alſo Towers of Wood, 


which they could draw ſo near the Enemie. 


Walls, that they ofcen leaped from. them. inco 
the City, LZxcanus mentions them both at the 
Siege of , Marſeilles by Caſar, Lib. 3. Stellatis Az 
1hus.Ageer a_ geminaſqe equantes menia Tur- 
res accipit : | he nullo fixerunt robore terram, ſed 
per iter longam repſere latent. 

"Their Baliſte were Inventions to caſt grea 
Stones of a vaſt bigneſs, ora number of Arrows 
-with that ſtrengrh, that nothing'could well ſtand 
before them 3 for the weight of-the ſtones caft 
violently upon the Enemy, did cruſh and beat 
them to pieces, and the ſhowrs ot: Arrows flying 
out of this Engine with an incredible Violence, 
did great-execution.

Teftudo was another Invention to ſecure their 
way to the Walls, or to their Towers, from the 
Enennes Arrows, . It was made like a Penthouſe, 
ſapporred wich Beams, and covered over with.

continued number of Bucklers, held up together. 
by the Soldiers, when they were marching under _ 
the Enemies Walls, by which they did prore& 
their Heads from great Stones, and other — 
ty things caſt upon them. The Romans Vinea 
was another Engine uſed by them, when they 
were to underfilline, or work at the foot of the 
Walls, to overthrow them. Ir was made of Hur- 
dles and Planks, and ſomerimes covered over with 
raw hides, tp prevent burning. The Soldiers 
were ſecured under it from the Enemies Darts 
and violent endeavours. But when the' Army. 
gavea general Aſſault, they had another Invenrt- 
on, named Muſcult, to cover their  Badies in the 
approach, Plutews, was another Engine, nor 
much unlike ro a Vines, Theſe differing names 
ze borrowed from the ſhapes and forms which 
theſe ſeveral Eontrivances had. Now for offence, 
beſides the fore-named Baliſte, they made uſe of 
an Engine called Ongger, to caſt Srones with 
great violence y--and another Invention named 
Scorpio, to fling Darts .againft the Enemies, ayd 
Falces Marales, to pull down the Stones of a. , 
Wall, and leyel the breach for a more commodi- 
ous Affaulr. Bur there was no Inſtrumenr more. 
uſeful ro them than their Aries, ſo named, ys 
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- cauſe it was headed with Iron, not much unlike. 
to Rams Horns ; .it was a great beam, weighed 
and lifred up, and forced againſt the Walls of a 
Town, ſometimes by rhe ftrengrh of the Soldi- 
ers with Ropes and Powlies, ſomerimes;by ano- 
ther Contrivance. This Aries did commonly 
batter down the ſtrongeſt and thickeſt Walls of 
 Morter and Stone 3 therefore Ceſar obſerves that, 
ſome of the Cities of the Gauls were builded, 
with Beams acroſs, to. ſtrengrhen them againſt 
the violent impulſe of this great and ſtrong En-. 
gine, of which the Poet ſpeaks,
